APRON STRINGS 
We hav e all heard it said of 
some person ad u lt in years bu t 
immatu re in ju d gmen t—"He (or 
she) is still tied to his mother’s 
apron strin g." The figu re is u sed 
in the d erogatory sen se to in d i­ 
cate the lack of creativ e in d e­ 
pen d en ce which ou ght to d ev elop 
in the n ormal prbcess of growin g 
u p. Sometimes the absen ce of 
this in d epen d en ce is d u e to a 
mother's lack of wisd om in the 
rearin g of her child ren in that 
she d eliberately ties the apron 
strin g too tight. An d sometimes 
it is d u e to an in n ate in ad equ acy 
on the part of the offsprin g. 
When it happen s, for whatev er 
reason , it is always a terrible 
traged y. For on e etern al respon ­ 
sibility of homes is to d ev elop a 
j "psychic ad equ acy" in those who 
grow u p in them. 
Bu t there is an other sen se in 
which the tru est in d epen d en ce 
an d the n oblest flowerin g of per­ 
son ality come as a resu lt of 
n ev er gettin g u n tied from those 
apron strin gs. \Vhile growin g u p 
mean s to get ou t on ou r own , 
makin g d ecision s by ou rselv es, 
yet it n ev er ou ght to mean that 
we 
d eclare 
ou r 
in d epen d en ce 
from those great Christian id eals 
an d 
prin ciples which 
a 
tru e 
mother seeks to in still in to the 
hearts an d min d s of her child ren . 
There is a v ery real sen se in 
which we n ev er become u n tied 
from ou r mother's apron strin g. 
"Con scien ce," as someon e has d e­ 
fin ed it, "is what you r mother 
tau ght you before you were six 
years old ." The great Lin coln 
was glad to recogn ize the fact 
that he n ev er d eclared his in ­ 
d epen d en ce from his mother's 
apron strin g. All that I am or 
ev er hope to be," he said , "I 
owe to my an gel mother."

A little boy who had ju st 
thè importan t political ev en ts of 
j learn ed to walk was playin g in 
*i_- 
kitchen 
where his mother 
was workin g. She tied her apron 
strin g arou n d his little wrist so 
that he cou ld pu ll himself u p 
wrhen he fell. When he grew a 
little old er he begged his mother 
to u n tie it. She remin d ed him 
that he still n eed ed it becau se 
he was n ot su re on his feet. 
After man y d ays he was tall 
en ou gh to look ou t of the win ­ 
d ow. He saw the beau ty of the 
world an d it beckon ed to him.

Has Second Thoughts 
Eisenhower had insisted his 
bu dget was as tight as he cou ld 
make it. When the reaction set 
in—demands in and ou t of Con­ 
gress for cu ts—he had second 
thou ghts and began talking of 
way s redu ctions cou ld be made. 
Most of them were bookkeep­ 
ing redu ctions.
